nifold examples and manifeſt teſtimonies out 
ofthe ſacred {criptures.Themaine ſcope then, 
and generall drift of ch Apoſtle,in this Epilile 
is,partly to ſer downethe dutie of every Chri- 
 tian,and partly to ſet out the corruptions of 
thoſe and theſe times.

wanton, abuſing the free fauour grace and | 
mercy of God promiſed and publiſhed in the 
Goſpell. Which when this holy man of God
